Paris, July J"i.—The long range 


bombardment of Paris was resumed 
this afternoon after a rest of .sev- 
eral weeks.

Champagne region. 


Li'.test reports 
here stated that 


the Germans had crossed the-Marne 
jit several points. French positions 
have been penetrated at some points 
to « depth .of nearly, three miles. 
'Some villages have "been capfared. 


The French official statement an- 


iionnc«d that the attack extended 
eastward from Chateau Thierry to 
Mnin dc Messiges and the battle is 
continuing. The French are su^tajn- 
ing their positions, the Paris war 
office stated. 


At least two 
distinct American 


forces are involved in (he new drive 
—those in the

of Chctean 


Thierry and those near 
Bntlc-du 


Mesnil. 


Karly indications are that the en- 


emy is combining a drive northward 
toward Paris with a desperate effort

With the Americans on the Manic. 


July ]"i.—'The Germans attacke.1 the 
American position in the region of 
Viinx, two miles west of Chateau 
Thierry, at six o'clock this morning 
following a heavy bombardment with 
gas and explosives. 


The American artillery responded 


with a barrage and the situation is 
well in hand. 


The enemy also started a bp.ivy 


bombardment in the region of Janl- 
gonne, seven miles east of Chateau 
Thierry, on the north bank^of the 
Marne. 


While the fighting near Chateau 


Thierry was' under way the Ger- 
mans began bombarding Mea,ux, 2/5 
miles west and south 
of Chateau 


Thierry, on the road to P.-iris. with 
long range guns. 


The weather has cleared and 
is 


ideal for fighting. 


The attack and bombardment ex- 


tends over a front of 10 miles, form- 
ing the apex of the new German sa- 
lient nearest, Paris. 


The 
Americans shortly 
before 


noon launched a heavy counter at- 
tack against large force 
of Gei-- 


mnns which had forced a crossing 
of the Marne at three points on a 
four-mile front, east 
of Chateau 


Thierry. 
The result of this fighting 


is not yet known. 


Shortly 
before, the Americans 


counter attacked at Vaux west of 
Chateau Thierry, completely repuls- 
ing the German assault. The Amer- 
icans caught the Boche in a terrific 
battle, hurling them back almost a 
half a mile beyond the point where 
the attack began. 


At daybreak 
the 
Roche threw 


liridges across the Marne. Support- 
ed by artillery and machine guns, 
their infantry rushed across in the 
face of heavy fire. 


The Germans succeeded in cross- 


ing the river at three places. 


Their first rush- carried the Ger- 


mans forward 
east 
of 
Chateau- 


Thierry a mile and a quarter at the 
point of greatest penetration. 
The 


Americans held the Germans to even 
smaller gains elsewhere east of Cha- 
teau Thierry 
according 
fo indica- 


tions. 


American resistance finally slow- 


ed down the German advance. Sep- 
aration for a counter attack began 
immediately and the Americans went 
forward to the attack before the en- 
emy could 
reorganize 
his 
badly 


shattered unit. 


West of Chateau Thierry the en- 


emy's effort to recapture Vaux last- 
ed only a couple of hours, 
after 


which the American's 
counter-at- 


tacked and thrust 
them far beyond 


the starting point. 


For miles in the rear the co'.mtry 


.was shaken by artillery .firing.. as 
though by an earthquake. 
Th<> val- 


leys near Vaux were heavily deluged 
with gas, forcing the Americans to 
fight in masks.

BY PIECE OF SHRAPNEL 


He and Pal Walking Along Edge of 


Woods While Germans Were Fir- 


ing—Regret at Inactivity 


(Although the wounds received in 


the. marine battle of June 13 have 
kept- Tom Saunders in a French hos- 
pital far behind the firing lines, the 
letter which came from him Satur- 
day, telling of the battle in which 
he was wounded, contains a note of 
regret and keen disappointment that 
the Boche got him even for a small 
wound which 
necessitates his ab- 


sence 
from 
the battle for a few 


weeks. 
i 


''But we certainly knocked the 


Germans in our sector," writes the 
young Rush county 
warrior. 
"We 


made an advance on a woods and in 
one whirlwind drive, piled up score 
after score of dead lluns — most of 
whom were shot in the back. A large 
bunch of them ran, 
leaving all of 


their supplies and equipment behind, 
but the next day came over and sev- 
eral hundred gave 
themselves up 


voluntarily. 
'''T was injured in the battle about 
eleven o'clock on Thursday evening 
of June 13. My pal and I were 
walking along the edge of a wood in 
which was our front line which the 
Germans were bombing heavily. 
A 


shell exploded about 
ten feet from 


us as we walked 
along, 
knocking 


both of us down by the force of the 
explosion. We were not hurt, bow- 
ever., and had proceeded -about ten 
yards farther when 
another 
shell 


hit and this time a piece of shrap- 
nel struck my arm and penetrated 
to the depth of an inch and n quar- 
ter just below the shoulder. It hurnr 
ed for a lit.tle while at the time but 
has not hurt much since." 


Because his injuries are evidently 


not serious, young Saunders regret- 
fully speaks of the fact that he is 
away from the front with no chance 
to get back at 
present, as he is 


forced to live 'in pajamas, because 
his own clothing was so full of mus- 
tard gas at 
the 
time he was in- 


jured they were destroyed, and that 
no other had been issued. 


"The hospital is in a fine loca- 


tion,'' continues the writer, "ami be- 
fore the war was used as a fashion- 
able hotel in a large summer resort." 
The letter speaks of him having be- 
come acquainted with Ruskin Bun- 
nell. son of the Rev. C. J. Bunnell, 
whose letter 
which arrived Satur- 


day morning brought the flrsj news 
of his wounds and those of Saun- 
ders, who were injured at about the 
same time.

"1 feel like some specter haunting 


deserted halls," writes Lowell Hen- 
ley from an 
old .French 
chateau 


where he was repairing the electri- 
cal works in the beautiful old home 
which the Red Cross has taken over 
for a convalescent hospital. 


"It seems that tomorrow the gay- 


hearted family which surely lived "in 
such delightful 
surroundings must . 


return to this beautiful country but 
then comes the thought that these 
are war times and 
even now the 


master is-'at the front where he has; 
kept his place for four years." 


Young Henley, who with a. unit of 


motor mechanics 
has been actively . 


engaged in various kinds of repair 
work on roads and in buildings since 
his arrival in France several weeks 
ago, has written a, most interesting 
letter to his sister, Mrs. Leonard 
Clark, describing the 
old 
French 


home, located near Issondum in In- 
dre, which is south-- of Paris and" 
about 500 miles from the front. A 
portion of the letter follows: 


"The chateavNsits in the center of 


a big woods 
with lanes leading in 


six directions through the dense for- 
est. The vicinity of the house is a 
beautiful cultivated garden of roses 
and shrubbery arranged in most ar- 
tistic conventional designs. Although 
the gardens 
are not up to the top 


notch in landscape gardening due to 
^he fact that the place 
has been 


closed for four years, it is still most 
attractive and will again he in good 
shape under the direction of the 
convalescent soldiers who will take 
great pleasure iu such work. 


"The house is built of white stone 


with natural oak 
wood trimmings. 


On stepping into the entrance hall, 
four leaded glass doors open 
into 


various rooms and from here also' 
the grand staircase ascends to the 
mysteries of the second, third and' 
fourth floors of the gorgeous home. 
One door leads to the smoking room, 
one to the reception room, 
another 


to the dining room and the other to 
the back part of the house which 
includes the 
kitchen, 
pantry and. 


cooks living quarters. 


"The stairs lead to the bed'rooms 


on the second floor 
where another 


large hall connects all of the rooms, 
the hall itself being furnished much 
in the same manner as the large 
card rooms in our' club houses 
at 


home. The floors are hard wood and 
although we tramped, over them in,,- 
onr hob nail shoes, there was not 
even a scratch to be found on their 
shiny surface. 


"There are five bed chambers on 


the second floor each with a large 
.closet and 
an a'djoining room 
for 


'm'lady's maid' 
or 
'm'gentleman's 


man' as the case may be. Two of 
the rooms have

On the third floor, servants 
quarters are located. 


"One of the most interesting parts

ing the government regulations; for

wheat crop. 


The federal food administration for 
Indiana has been requested by 
the 


State 'Council of Defense to issue a 
bulletin 
setting 
at rest the public 


mind on this subject. 


All of the regulations in force on 


handling last year's crop have been 
rescinded, and in their stead a few 
very simple rules only are necessary 
to control 
the handling 
of grain. 


The minimum price of Xo. 1 wheat 
is fixed by the U. S.. Grain Corpora- 
tion under authority given by act 
of congress. 
This price, 
as fixed 


for this vicinity, at present is *2.2C, 
delivered in the elevator at Chica- 
go. 


For Xo. 2 wheat a discount of 3c 


is fixed. iFor Xo. 3 -wheat a discount 
if 7c from Xo. 1 is fixed. Lower 
ihalities and sample wheat .sell 
at 


discount, according to value. 


The prevailing opinion that a de- 


finite price has 
been fixed which 


grain dealers shall pay and at which 
farmers must sell is wrong. Xo such 
authority as to fixing prices is given 
to anyone.
